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FIgM for common 
set to be rejected

NATURE campaigners are “gut¬ 
ted” after learning their plans to 
have Ely Common registered as 
an official village green may he 
rejected. 

The city’s precious open space has 
been subject to numerous appeals 
by groups seeking village green 
status for years. 

Local businessman Jeremy Tyrrell bought 
part of the common and Roswell Pits from 
the Thomas Parsons charity last year. 

As a result, the Local Campaigners for the 
Protection of Rural Ely (LCPRE) again 
applied for the special status. 

But it has been recommended that the 
campaigners’ proposal be rejected due to a 
lack of conclusive supporting evidence. 

In a detailed 205-page report, the insp¬ 
ector highlighted a failure by the LCPRE to 
prove that it had made use of the common 
“by right”, instead of with the permission of 
the landowner. 

Andrew Balmford, chair of the group, said: 
“The fact that Ely Common could be 
unprotected should be a cause of profound 
concern to us all. 

“Any development on this land which 
reduced its amenity value to these very 
people would, surely, run contrary to the 
Thomas Parsons charity’s long-held 
principles.

Duo who left plate 
behind sentenced 


BUNGLING thieves who 
left their number plate at 
the scene of a crime have 
been sentenced. 

Freddie Shepherd, 33, and 
Duncan Brittain, 31, had filled 
a Transit van with expensive 
equipment and car parts at a 
farm in Pymoor on April 10. 

But they crashed their get¬ 
away vehicle into a tree, leav¬ 
ing an incriminating number 
plate behind. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “The farm owner became 
suspicious when he heard loud 
noises. He looked out to see a 
van being loaded with equip¬ 
ment before it drove off across 
a field and collided with a tree.” 

The farm owner followed the 
van, called the police and the 
thieves were caught 90 minutes 
later in Mepal.

Both were arrested and the 
equipment was returned to the 
owner. 

Mitigating for Shepherd, 
Nick Barnes said: “His records 
certainly do not assist him but 
he seems to be on track now. 
He has a new fiancee, a new 
job in the pipeline and is doing 
well on his licence super¬ 
vision.” 

Having pleaded guilty to 
theft before Ely magistrates last 
month, the duo have now been 
sentenced. 

Shepherd, who was released 
from prison last July after a 
long sentence for bursary was 
given a two-year community 
order. The father-of-three, of 
Fenland Way, Chatteris, must

do 250 hours of unpaid work 
and pay £200 for the tree. 

Hamish Ross, presiding 
magistrate, said: “You were 


released early under licence 
but you then carried out this 
theft, showing not much regard 
for the people at the farm or for 
the system that offered you 
another chance. 

“Life looks like it has green 
shoots for you so try and make 
it work.” 

Shepherd was also ordered 
to pay £60 court costs and told 
his van would be destroyed. 

Brittain’s record, which also 
includes a conviction for burg¬ 
lary, was described as “signif¬ 
icant but less than Shepherd’s”. 
He was put on a 7pm-7am cur¬ 
few for four months last week. 

Brittain, formerly of Fenland 
Way, Chatteris, must stay at his 
girlfriend’s house in Childers- 
gate, Sutton St James. He was 
dso given a 12-month comm¬ 
unity order and ordered to pay 
£60 court costs.

A RECOVERING heroin 
addict who bombarded 
his ex-girlfriend with ab¬ 
usive phone calls has 
been put on a strict rest¬ 
raining order. 

Alex Hughes has been 
ordered to keep away 
from Victoria Bradley and 
her family for the next two 
years. 

Under the order, the 26- 
year-old must also steer 
clear of her home in Litt- 
leport and workplace in 
Ely. 

It comes after Hughes 
tormented Miss Bradley 
with threatening calls and 
text messages after their 
two-year relationship 
came to an end in Dec¬ 
ember. 

The bench at Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court heard how 
Hughes, formerly of Eish- 
ers Bank, Littleport, even 
threatened to kill her. 

Hughes, who is curr¬ 
ently in rehab in Warr¬ 
ington, last week pleaded 
guilty to harassment bet¬ 
ween December 28 and 
lanuary 28. 

But Michael ludkins, 
mitigating, said his drug 
addiction was to blame. 

He said: “At the time, 
my client’s life was in 
turmoil and drugs were a 
major part of his life. 

“Now, having spent 
three months in rehab, his 
life is back on track. 

“He wants to become a 
gym instructor and he has 
tire full support of his 
mum and step dad. 

“Mr Hughes wants to 
stay in Warrington and 
keep away from Ely.” 

Presiding magistrate 
lanet South also placed 
Hughes on an 18-month 
supervision order with a 
course to address sub- 
stance-related offending.

“Perhaps it is time for 
the trustees to make a 
public statement about 
these matters, so that we 
can look to the long term 
future of this area with 
greater confidence, esp¬ 
ecially as the common is 
an integral part of the 
proposes for a Country 
Park.”

FREE 
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A GRANDFATHER who 
gave a false name in a bid 
to con Marks and Spencer 
out of more than £400 of 
shopping has been fined.

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Shock over 
duck family 
‘massacre’ 

DISGUSTED residents have spoken of 
their shock after a family of ducks were 
found beaten to death. 

Eleven ducklings and two adult ducks, 
thought to be the parents of the young 
brood, were found dead in Martin Close, 
Soham. 

Neighbours woke to discover the 
bloody remains of the mallards strewn 
across their driveways last Thursday 

Mark Seymour, who lives in the close 
with his wife Gill, said: “We woke up to 
find an absolute massacre. There were 
heads and bodies everywhere. 

“If this was done by a person, I do not 
knowhow anyone could do it.” 

Around 30 ducks treat Martin Close as 
their home and are often found gathered 
around a public bench in the middle of 
the quiet residential area. 

Duck lover fohn Olive feeds them in 
his front garden. He said: “The ducks are 
not really any trouble, they do make a 
mess, but that is what ducks do. 

“This would be a really sick thing for a 
person to do to them.” 

RSPCA inspectors attended the scene 
and the dead ducks were removed to 
ascertain the cause of death. 

Inspector Richard Lithgoe said: 
“Neighbours heard a commotion at 
around lam and later discovered the 
bodies of the ducks. 

“We are treating this as suspicious. 

“If anyone had any information, I 
would urge them to get in contact.” 

Those found guilty of causing un¬ 
necessary suffering to an animal could 
face a six month prison sentence and/or 
a £20,000 fine.

Devastating blaze 
started by mewer

A PETROL lawnmower 
is to blame for a mass¬ 
ive blaze which saw gas 
cylinders explode and 
buildings destroyed. 

Investigations into a fire at 
a property in Littleport on 
Bank Holiday Monday show 
the fire was started from a 
lawnmower in a shed. 

A spokeswoman from 
Cambridgeshire Eire and 
Rescue Service said the 
mower had been used “just 
before” fire crews were called 
to the scene. 

She added: “It is not 
known whether there was a 
fault with the lawnmower or 
if it overheated, but the cause 
of the fire was accidental.” 

Two crews from Ely, one 
crew from Littleport and two 
crews from Soham attended 
the scene just after 1pm on 
Monday. 

Eirefighters battled the 
blaze, at a property along the 
AllOl Wisbech Road, from a 
distance due to the explosion 
risk from the gas cylinders. 

Shortly after crews arrived, 
four of the cylinders blew up.

Three buildings, eight cars, 
a camper van and eight 
cylinders in total were 
destroyed. 

The main road through the 
village was closed for more 
than two hours as crews 
battled the flames. 

Harry Edge, incident 
commander, said: “This was 
a tricky fire to tackle because 


of the scale of the blaze and 
the fact gas cylinders were in¬ 
volved. 

“However, we were able to 
cool the remaining cylinders 
and stop the fire spreading to 
the house.” 

Cambridgeshire Eire and 
Rescue Service began in¬ 
vestigating the blaze on 
Tuesday morning. 



MP set to ‘expose 
bank corruption’ 

ELY’S MP will lead a Parliamentary 
debate next Tuesday on allegations 
that some of his constituents have 
been the victims of corruption. 
South East Cambridgeshire MP 
Jim Paice also claims there has 
been malpractice by former 
officials of HBOS. 

He will be supported by other MPs 
whose constituents have been 
similarly affected. 

Mr Paice said: “I have been 
fighting this case for more than six 
months and despite early progress 
with new senior staff from the 
merged Lloyds and HBOS, they 
are still refusing to accept that one 
of their former officials in the 
Reading office dealing with small 
businesses was corrupt. 

“I will use the debate to give 
evidence that these businesses 
were forced to use consultants 
who proceeded to bankrupt them 
whilst the bank official and the 
owner of the consultants both did 
very nicely. 

“This will be the first time in my 
career that I have used 
Parliamentary privilege to expose 
wrongdoing in this way, but I and 
my colleagues have become so 
frustrated at the failure of HBOS to 
admit that there was anything 
wrong that I have no alternative.”

Court stubs out curfew 
man’s cigarette appeal

Notice for ‘death GP’ 
film in care shake-up 


NHS Cambridgeshire has served 
notice on the county’s four pro¬ 
viders of out-of-hours GP services. 

The move follows the death of a patient 
accidentally killed by a doctor, although 
health bosses claim the shake-up has 
nothing to do with the tragedy. 

Previously, local GP collective Camdoc 
covered South Cambridgeshire and 
Cambridge, Huntsdoc covered Hunting¬ 
donshire, private company Take Care Now 
covered East Cambridgeshire and Fenland, 
and Peterborough Doctors on Call covered 
North West Cambridgeshire and South 
Peterborough. 

Take Care Now hit the headlines after 
Daniel Ubani, a German doctor, accid¬ 
entally killed Manea resident David Gray 
by giving him a dose of painkiller 10 times 
the recommended maximum while 
working his first shift. 

An elderly Ely woman also died shortly 
after being treated by Ubani.

Chris Banks, chief executive of NHS 
Cambridgeshire, said the serving of notice 
was part of a long-running review of 
contracts. 

He added: “Although the decision to 
review the contracts was not prompted by 
the tragic death of Mr Gray, this process 
will ensure that tough questions are asked 
of all prospective bidders about their 
clinical governance, including their 
induction procedures and the safe use of 
controlled drugs. It is expected the new 
service will start in early 2010.” 

Questions have been raised about NHS 
Cambridgeshire’s monitoring of Take Care 
Now. 

An inquest will investigate the circum¬ 
stances surrounding Mr Gray’s death at a 
date yet to be fked. 


Mr Banks said the aim of the shake-up, 
involving a three-month consultation with 
residents over the summer, was to “provide 
a more co-ordinated and equitable service 
across our rural and urban areas”. 

He added: “It remains important that the 
people of Cambridgeshire continue to seek 
health advice if they feel unwell out of 
hours.” 

Cllr Geoff Heathcock, Liberal Democrat 
spokesman for health on Cambridgeshire 
County Council, called on NHS Cam¬ 
bridgeshire to mount more stringent 
checks on bidders for the contracts, 
looking at the calibre of staff employed. 

He said: “We want to make sure that 
when a doctor comes to see you that he or 
she is fully competent and has been 
checked.” 

Cllr Heathcock said NHS Cambridge¬ 
shire must not “take contractors on trust, 
as has happened previously” and warned 
against involving private companies.

LITTLEPORT is the worst 
spot in the county for 
mini-moto-related anti¬ 
social behaviour, the 
Weekly News can reveal. 

The village topped the chart 
ahead of Ely, Camhridge and 
Huntingdon with a massive 71 
reports of youths causing 
trouble on the tiny motorbikes. 

The machines have become a 
modern-day scourge and can 
blight the lives of communities. 

But under the Police Reform 
Act 2002, police have the power 
to seize them, or any other such 
vehicles, being used illegally or 
anti-socially.

“Mini-motos can be legally 
ridden on private land as long as 
the rider has the permission of 
the landowner. 

“Under the Police Reform Act

illegally or anti-socially. 

“The owner must then pay a 
fine to have the vehicle released 
back into their possession. 

“Officers are also able to seize 
any vehicle being driven on a 
public road where the driver 
does not have insurance or a 
licence. 

“Anti-social driving is not only 
disruptive but also dangerous 
and we will not tolerate it.” 

Figures showed East Chest¬ 
erton in Cambridge was second 
on the list with 64 incidents last 
year. Across Cambridgeshire the 
number of reports was 1,853, 
according to figures released 
under the Freedom of Inform¬ 
ation Act.

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Are our MPs worth 
the price we pay? 


The row over MPs’ expenses refuses to die down. As 
the Weekly News reveals we’ve paid almost £1.3 
million in expenses to our nine local politicians we ask: 
are they worth the money? Reporting hy LAURA JEAN 
MORRIS and LEANNE EHREN. 


H e may not be 

sleeping on a camp 
bed in his 

Westminster office, as one 
MP claims she does, but 
Cambridge MP David 
Howard! certainly seems to 
be doing his best to keep his 
expenses down. 

The Lib Dem member lodged 
one of the lowest travel expenses 
claims of any of the mid-Anglia 
MPs in 2007-2008, despite being 
the only one not taking advantage 
of the controversial additional 
costs allowance. 

The Weekly News has used 
figures from Theyworkforyou.com, 
which aims to give the public 
information on how much their 
MPs are spending and what they 
are doing with that money, to 
compare our region’s MPs’ 
expenses and Westminster 
appearances. 

And while the figures don’t 
detail the hours MPs put in at their 
constituency offices, surgeries or 
even their Westminster offices, 
they do show how many votes and 
debates they have taken part in. 


Mr Howarth can be seen using 
the train from Cambridge to 
London during parliamentary 
sessions. By applying annually for 
a season ticket he managed to 
keep his expenses for commuting 
to below £4,400 in 2007 to 2008, 
with just £10 claimed on car 
mileage in the same year. 

Andrew Lansley, by comparison, 
with a home in Orwell, claimed 
not only £21,399 in Additional 
Costs Allowance (ACA), but also 
nearly £7,000 in travelling 
expenses between his South 
Cambridgeshire constituency and 
London. Of that total he spent 
more than £3,000 on car travel. 

His example is also followed by 
James Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, who has spoken 
in just 19 debates this year, but 
lodged claims for more than 
£23,000 additional costs allowance 
as well as £7,823 for 2007 to 2008 


in travel expenses. 

Saffron Walden’s MB Sir Alan 
Haselhurst, has been roundly 
criticised for his gardening bill 
claims, but despite being tipped as 
a big spender his annual totd 
expenses claims of £122,968 
actually puts him at one of the 
lowest cost MPs in the area. 
However, he put in a whopping 
£4,502 claim for travel between his 
Duddenhoe End home and 
Westminster for 2007 and 2008 
despite also renting a flat in one of 
London’s most prestigious areas. 

Like many MPs caught up in the 
expenses furore he maintains that 
all his expenses were above board 
and within the rules. 

On looking at the data we 
compiled from the 
TheyWorkForYou website, which is 
run by a registered charity, UK 
Citizens Online Democracy and 
can be added to by members of 


the public, Matthew Elliott, chief 
executive of the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance, said: “David Howarth is a 
good example of an MP who is 
keeping their costs down. 

“He doesn’t claim a second 
home, but he still has admirably 
low travel costs. If only some of 
those other MPs who claim they 
had to feather their own nests 
because commuting is supposedly 
impossible had taken a leaf out of 
his book.” 

The Weekly News attempted to 
contact all nine mid-Anglia MPs 
about the figures. Shailesh Vara, 
MP for Nor& West 
Cambridgeshire, Richard Spring, 
MP for West Suffolk, and James 
Paice, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, failed to reply 

Malcolm Moss, MP for North 
East Cambridgeshire, said: “1 live 
the furthest from London so my 
travel expenses reflect this and 1 
have very probably got a bigger 
constituency than any others in 
the area. 

“Am 1 good value for money? 
You can find that out by asking my 
constituency; 1 have been elected 
five times in a row so there’s your 
answer.”

Floral blooms could 
help save butterflies 


A ttracting wildlife to 
your garden is still on 
the agenda of top 
designers, as horticultural 
shows are demonstrating 
this year, with butterflies 
very much in the picture. 

As certain butterfly species 
decline, including the High Brown 
FritUlary, Wood White, Duke of 
Burgundy and Pearl Bordered 
FritUlary exhibitors at Chelsea 
Flower Show have been 
promoting plants and habitats to 
help them. 

Show gardens displayed 
“butterfly mounds” and plantings 
of nectar-rich, traditional annud 
bedding plants such as nemesia 
and cherry-pie plant 
(heliotropium) to attract 
hoverflies and butterflies. 

A good garden might be visited 
by 22 species of butterfly and 
hundreds of different moths each 
year, depending on where you 
live. 

Yet three-quarters of the 59 
resident butterfly species that 
remain in Britain are in decline, 
including the most common ones: 
the large white, small white, red 
admird, peacock and small 
tortoiseshell. 

Now PlantforLife, an initiative 
run by the Horticultural Trades 
Association to help people make 
the most of their gardens, has 
teamed up with environmental 
charity Butterfly Conservation to 
launch a public awareness 
campaign, encouraging people to 
attract butterflies into their 
garden. 

Butterfly Conservation

president Sir David Attenborough 
said earlier this year: “Almost 
unbelievably, much of Britain’s 
countryside is a no-go area for 
many favourite butterflies. 

Habitat has been ploughed up or 
become overgrown. Anybody 
who’s been for a country walk 
recently will tell you butterflies are 
a rarity 

“Scientists fear that in some 
areas we’re entering a post¬ 
butterfly era.” 

The campaigners have now 
produced a guide, MakingYour 
Garden Flutter, which offers tips 
to help preserve these creatures. 

Butterflies love heavily-scented 
flowers, so plant Sedum 
spectabile and Verbena 
bonariensis to attract them into 
your garden. 

Nectar-rich plants such as 
cowslip (Primida veris), bugle 
(Ajuga rep tans), lavender and 
honesty flowers will also 
encourage them in. Many good 
nectar plants are hardy, perennial 
and easy to grow. 

Grow flowers in sunny, 
sheltered areas, as butterflies will 
seek out the warmest parts of 
your garden.

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planting shrubs and small trees 
such as common honeysuckle 
around the edges of your plot, but 
make sure your flower beds 
remain in full sunlight. 

Keep a good variety of flowers 
which are available from early 
spring to autumn in your garden. 
Plants such as Buddleia davidii 
‘Harlequin’ will give butterflies the 
fuel they need to keep them 
airborne. 

Early flowers are great for 
butterflies just emerging from 
hibernation, such as aubrieta, 
bluebell, clover, forget-me-not, 
pansy, primrose and wallflower. 

In late summer and autumn 
some species need to build up 
their reserves in preparation for 
winter, so benefit from late- 
summer bloomers including 
buddleia, sedum, ivy, Michaelmas 
daisy, mint, scabious and thyme. 

Greating a wild area within your 
garden can encourage butterfly 
species to breed. Simply allow 
grasses and wild flowers which are 
dready there to grow, or 
supplement them with extra 
plants. In the first year of growing 
the wild area, cut it severd times 
to allow the wild flowers a chance 
against other competitive grasses.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Azalea 

These acid-loving shrubs, which 
burst with colour in late spring 
and early summer, are a must if 
you want to brighten up dull 
corners - and they also look 
fantastic as stand-alone 
specimens in tubs. 

Azaleas, which are generally 
smaller, daintier versions of 
rhododendrons, can be either 
deciduous or evergreen. I love the 
evergreen varieties which are low 
and spreading, producing sheets 
of flowers in May. They work 
wonderfully in pots and many are 
hardy enough to cope with frost 
pockets, although you have to 
choose carefully Good varieties 
include Rhododendron ‘Blue 
Danube’, a compact, neat 
evergreen azalea which bears 
masses of mauve flowers, is 
extremely hardy and ideally 
placed in light shade. 

Another pretty specimen, which 
is not as robust and will need a 
sheltered spot, is R. ‘Gumpo 
White’, which grows to around one 
metre (three feet). If you want 
some bigger types, try deciduous 
azaleas, which can flower as 
prolifically as their evergreen 
relatives but also have fantastic 
foliage colour in autumn. 

Azaleas come in a mass of 
colours, from blues and pinks to 
reds, oranges, whites and yellows. 
Acid soil is essential, and they are 
best off in a sheltered site in partial 
shade. If you don’t choose one of 
the hardier varieties you may need 
to put horticultural fleece over the 
shrubs on frosty nights.

BEFORE Volkswagen 
dreamed up the Golf GTI, 
there was no such thing 
as a hot hatchback, writes 
Steve Walker. Now the 
phrase has entered every¬ 
day parlance and virtually 
any manufacturer that 
has a hatchback also has 
a hot one - or a warm one 
at the very least. 

It was 1973 when the 
original GTI was horn and 
since then, through six 
generations and with the help 
of its countless imitators, it 
has brought performance, 
handling and fun to the 
masses on an unprecedented 
scale. The current GTI is the 
mark six and, by rights, it 
should be the best yet. 

The imperious 2.0-litre TSI 
petrol engine that powered 
the MkV Golf GTI appears 
again in the sixth generation 
car. The maximum power 
output is 207bhp, a lObhp 
increase over the previous 
model and as before, the 


turbocharged engine piles on 
its acceleration in a beauti¬ 
fully smooth and progressive 
manner. That peak power is 
achieved between 5,300 and 
6,200rpm but the maximum 
torque of 279Nm is generated 
constantly between 1,700 and 
5,200rpm. The upshot is that 
while you’re idling at the 
traffic lights, 62mph is just 6.9 
seconds away and - assuming 
you’re not on a public road - a 
top speed of 149mph is 
attainable. 

Getting the most out of an 
engine like the 2.0-litre TSI in 
a front-wheel drive hatchback 
is a tricky engineering task 
but Volkswagen’s men in 
white coats didn’t shrink from 
the challenge. The basic 
suspension set-up mirrors 
that of standard Golf models. 
Elsewhere, however, the 
changes are far-reaching. 

The springs and dampers 
have been completely re¬ 
tuned to deliver the focused 
driving experience the GTI is 
known for, lowering the ride 
height by 22mm at the front 


and 15mm at the rear. 

There are stiffer anti-roll 
bars to keep the Golf flat 
through fast corners and 
Volkswagen’s Adaptive 
Ghassis Gontrol technology 
lets the driver select Gomfort, 
Normal or Sport modes 
according to their mood. 

The AGG system elec¬ 
tronically adjusts the throttle 
response, steering assistance 
and damper settings to affect 
the way the car drives but 
perhaps the most significant 
feature on the MkVI GTI is the 
XDS electronic differential. 
This uses the traction and 
stability control systems to 
help the front wheels deploy 
the GTI’s power more 
effectively. 

The Golf GTI revels in its 
status as the founding father 
of the hot hatchback genre 
and it isn’t about to lower 
itself by indulging in the lurid 
colour schemes and tea-tray 
spoilers favoured by its lower 
brow rivals. Therefore, its 
looks are comparatively low 
key and classy, much like a 


standard model but 
with a soupgon of 
extra aggression 
bubbling under the 
surface. Twin 
exhausts set into the 
subtle rear splitter, a 
lower front bumper 
with large central air- 
intake and a neat 
roof-mounted 
spoiler at the rear are 
about the size of it. 
The alloy wheels are 
17-inch in size but

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300,000 will benefit frem scrappage 



THE Government’s 
“cash for bangers” car 
scrappage scheme will 
prove to be a great help 
to the British vehicle 
industry, Gordon Brown 
said as the scheme 
commenced last week. 

The initiative allows 
owners of cars and small 
vans more than 10 years old 
to get £2,000 off the price of 
a brand new vehicle when 
scrapping their old motor. 

The Government and 
manufacturers are sharing 
the cost of the scheme, 
which will last until the end 
of February 2010 or until 
the £300m Government 
funding runs out. 

The Prime Minister and 
Business Secretary Lord 
Mandelson chatted to some 
of the first people to take 


advantage of the scheme at 
a Nissan dealership in Mill 
Hill, north west London, as 
the deal began. 

Mr Brown explained: 
“This scheme is going to be 
one that’s very popular. We 
expect about 300,000 
people to take it up. 

“It’s also going to be a 
great help to the British car 
industry and it is part of our 
programme of getting the 
economy moving forward.” 

Business Secretary Lord 
Mandelson also hailed the 
“cash for bangers” scheme 
as a “wonderful bargain” for 
motorists and good news 
for all those working in the 
car industry. 

The Gabinet Minister said 
he hoped buyers would 
take advantage of the 
scheme that gets under way 
today, allowing owners to 


scrap cars and small vans 
more than 10 years old and 
get £2,000 off the price of a 
brand new vehicle. 

The Government and car 
makers are sharing the cost 
of the scheme, which will 
last until the end of next 
February or until the £300m 
Government funding runs 
out. 

Lord Mandelson told Sky 
News: “We have put £300 
million into this scheme 
and we want every penny 
spent on new cars for 
Britain’s motorists. 

“It will not just be a great 
bargain for the motorists, 
and a great opportunity for 
them to seize, but of course 
it will be a great boost for 
those hundreds of 
thousands of people who 
work in, or are dependent 
on, the car manufacturing

sector in our country, so it 
is a ‘win-win’ all way round. 

“That is why 1 hope 
people will go out and take 
advantage of the scheme.” 

Although the UK scheme 
is voluntary, all the major 
manufacturers have signed 
up for it and many are 
planning to continue their 


own sales incentives on top 
of the scrappage deal. 

Paul Everitt, chief 
executive of the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders, said: “The 
scrappage scheme is good 
news for consumers and 
the UK motor industry 
alike.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the No1 area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
